would be tied to the goal-setting discus- 
sion. “But the raise was basically what 
Was agreed upon in executive (private) 
session.” 

Selectmen called the upgrade “a 
cost of living raise.” 

Because retroactive raises can only 
be granted for the previous year, Mr. 
Stapczynski did not receive an 


increase in his 1995-1996 salary of 


$85,000, but will receive a $3,000 bump 
for last year and the current year. 

“In other words it was not a merit 
raise, it was a cost of living raise,” said 
Dr. Larsen. “It was essentially what 
was given to all department heads.” 

While Monday’s vote was unani- 
mous, the board has been split in 
recent months over the the manager’s 
raise. 

In June Mr. Silverman said Mr. 
Stapczynski would receive a $2,000 
raise for each of the three years from 


1997 


fiscal year 1996 to fiscal year, 1998. 

But Selectmen Bill Downs said he 
had not agreed to such an amount and 
indicated he was not happy with the 
manager’s work. He went so far as to 
send Mr. Silverman a memo that out- 
lined ways the manager could leave 
Andover. 

Although a majority of the board 
supported Mr. Stapczynski for the 
work he’d accomplished as manager, 
Dr. Larsen and Mr. Downs criticized 
him at a July 3 meeting. 

The board adjourned to private ses- 
sion that day on a 4-1 split, with Dr. 
Larsen opposed, to discuss the raise. 

Mr. Silverman met with Mr. 
Stapcezynski again after that private 
meeting and the chairman then dis- 
cussed the raise again with his col- 
leagues during the private session 
before Monday’s meeting. 

“The fact of the matter is he lost a 
full year and nobody else (who’s a 
town worker) did,” said Mr. Silver- 
man. “So what we did was divide it 
(the $6,000 raise) up in two years

instead of three, and it comes to a little 
less than 3 percent.”

When the Andover Housing Author- 
ity Commission named Christine Met- 
zemaekers its new executive director 
last week, several commission mem- 
bers said they did so in large part 
because of tenants’ support for Ms. 
Metzemaekers. 

But what did the tenants get in their 
new director, besides someone they 
feel will openly discuss problems with 
them? 

According to Ms. Metzemaekers’ 
final interview, tenants now have a 
director who has experience working 
in the non-profit, private and public 
housing markets and believes she can 
raise money, although she says she’s 
never written a grant proposal before. 

Because she has worked since 1984 
as a property manager for the federal- 
ly-subsidized Merrimack Valley Apart- 
ments in Methuen, Ms. Metzemaekers 
has never had to write a grant. But she 
said she will seek out and find grants 
and approach Andover industries for 
financial assistance if needed. 

“T have no problem begging for mon- 
ey in different ways,” she said. 

Tenants also now have a director 
who says she’s experienced with hous- 
ing-complex renovation projects and 
keeps her units clean, but has never 
worked with a unionized labor force. 

The Andover Housing Authority’s

small four-person maintenance staff 
recently unionized. 

Ms. Metzemaekers acknowledged 
during her interview that some people 
might wonder whether she could 
“make the jump” to running the 
Andover authority. 

“IT believe I can because I have done 
it in the past (as acting executive direc- 
tor in Methuen) and I want to do it,” 
she said. “You have a very nice group 
of people here and for the most part 
they’re happy, but they have some con- 
cerns that they’d like met and they 
have to be met. 

Ms. Metzemaekers said she she has 
ideas about how some problems, such 
as Andover’s maintenance problems, 
can be handled. 

During her final interview, commis- 
sion member Jim Cuticchia asked Ms. 
Metzemaekers about her renovation- 
project experience, because Andover’s 
authority needs to replace boilers at 
the Memorial Circle and Chestnut 
Court developments and repair the 
roof at Frye Circle. 

Ms. Metzemaekers said was 
involved with a $240,000 renovation 
project in 1992, and with another pro- 
ject while working at the Methuen 
Housing Authority from 1975 to 1981.

While they are trying to 
handle whatever new busi- 
ness they can, representatives 
from both the local post office 
and Federal Express branch 
said they’ll continue provid- 
ing their regular service to 
long-standing customers. 

The strike will not affect 
the delivery of priority mail, 
said Mr. Begley. But priority 
mail is one of the more expen- 


sive options offered by the 
post office. 

“Right here in this office 
we’ve seen an increase in 
lines but we’re doing whatev- 
er we have to do to get the 
parcels delivered. We’ll do 
overtime or whatever we have 
to do,” said Mr. Begley. 

As is the case throughout 
the nation, Andover post 
offices will only accept four 
parcels per visit. The govern- 
ment’s safety guidelines also 
are still in effect, meaning 
that any package weighing 
more than one pound must be 
presented, in person, over a 
counter to a post office 
employee, said Mr. Begley. 

Those looking to send more 
than four parcels with the U.S. 
Postal Service should contact 
the North Reading postal facil- 
ity, 76 Main St., open from 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m., at (508) 644-7052. 

Federal Express Corp. is 
encouraging people who want 
to use FedEx to access FedEx 
delivery information through 
the Internet at 
www.fedex.com, said Andover 
resident Raymond Perrone, 
manager of business develop- 
ment at the Federal Express 
Wilmington office.

“Overall we’re trying to 
maintain our regular cus- 
tomer base and protect them,” 
said Mr. Perrone, of Rat- 
tlesnake Hill Road.

But as a result of the UPS 
strike, the company will also 
deliver “approximately 10 per- 
cent more from individuals” 


than it normally does.

While the towns that belong to the 
North East Solid Waste Committee have 
complained for years that the state got 
them into a bad deal, state Rep. Barry 
Finegold, D-Andover, is now after the 
state to make it pay for that bad advice. 

“The state should own up to the mis- 
take they made,” said Mr. Finegold. 
“They basically said, ‘Close your land- 
fills, we have this wonderful new idea of 
waste to energy.’ But the ‘win-win’ 
became ‘lose-lose.”” 

Mr. Finegold said he and state Sen. 
Bruce Tarr, R-Gloucester, head a legisla- 
tive caucus that is lobbying for money to 
help NESWC towns. 

“In the past we haven’t had much 
success, but every day we’re working on 
it,” he said. 

Their request for the state to pay $15 
million to $25 million to help NESWC 
towns meet trash disposal costs would 
bring between $80,000 and $150,000 a 
year to Andover, Mr. Finegold said. 

And while that wouldn’t entirely off- 
set what officials say is a $700,000 premi- 
um the town pays for trash disposal, it 
would obviously make a dent. 

Andover is one of 23 Massachusetts 
towns that joined NESWC in the mid 
1980s under the assumption that invest- 
ing in the Wheelabrator trash-to-energy 
plant would produce high profits from 
the sale of electricity when energy 
prices rose. 

But energy prices didn’t rise nearly 
as much as predicted, and NESWC 
towns are now paying nearly twice the 
state average to dispose of their trash. 
They are also saddled with the addition- 
al expense ($56 million) of improve- 
ments to make the plant comply with 
anti-pollution laws. 

“Tf we could shut it down, we abso- 
lutely would. We’ve tried to get out of 
this contract, but we absolutely can’t. 
It’s a very frustrating thing,” Mr. Fine- 
gold said. 

The current contract between 
NESWC towns and Wheelabrator, the 
company that operates the plant, 
expires in 2005. 

Robert E. McQuade, Andover’s direc- 
tor of public works, outlined the town’s 
options for trash disposal in the next 10 
years for the Board of Selectmen at their 
meeting Monday. 

Since many NESWC towns have sim- 
ilar problems with the current contract, 
Wheelabrator offered two alternatives: 
to contract until 2015 and pay a fixed 
cost for trash disposal, or to amend the 
existing agreement that expires in 2005. 

Andover residents voted at town 
meeting last fall not to extend the con- 
tract to 2015. Officals must now choose 
between the original contract or the 
amended agreement, both of which 
expire in 2005. 

According to Mr. McQuade, the 
amended agreement would cost 
Andover about $2 million less than the 
existing plan, under which the town 
would pay $18.4 million over the next 10 
years. 

Despite a pending deregulation bill

rise in the next few years, NESWC 
towns wouldn’t see any profit, but Whee- 
labrator would, Mr. Finegold said. 

“This contract was really poorly 
done. If there’s a change in law, we bear 
the burden. If there’s a benefit (from 
deregulation) Wheelabrator gets it,” 
Finegold said. 

Under the original contract between 
NESWC and Wheelabrator which took 
effect for Andover in 1985 the towns are 
responsbile for the cost of building and

But town officials encourage resi- 
dents to keep recycling for various 
reasons. 

Robert E. McQuade, director of 
public works, said the town recycles 
about 30 percent of its waste for 
$148,075 a year or about $30 a ton. 

He encouraged officials to empha- 
size recycling because it’s still a bet- 
ter deal for the town than sending it 
to NESWC,

now renovating the plant, but when the 
debt is paid off, Wheelabrator owns the 
plant and the additional equipment, said 
Shawn Worster, deputy executive direc- 
tor for NESWC. 

The only way NESWC towns could 
make any money back is through the 
sale of energy, from the plant, which 
hasn’t paid off. 

Selectman Chairman Jerry Silver- 
man said the board will discuss the 
town’s options again at the next meet- 


sell the difference. Andover fell short 
by about 600 tons last year, which it 
sold to Merrimack College and 
Phillips Academy. 

Mr. McQuade said the amount of 
trash Andover produces has been 
increasing, and that if the town pro- 
duces half the increase in trash next 
year as it did last year, the town 
would meet its GAT. 

The town pays a reduced rate for 
the NESWC plant to process anything 
over GAT. 

Selectman Chairman Jerry 
Silverman said it is most important 
for residents to recycle newspapers, 
because they weigh more than other 
recyclables and would affect the ton- 
nage Andover brings to NESWC. 

“The real gain is to increase recy- 
cling becuase that’s where we’ll save 
money,” Mr. Silverman said. 

Selectman John Hess said he 
hopes residents will continue to recy- 
cle simply because it’s the right thing 
to do.

Mr. McQuade said he has more ques- 
tions for Wheelabrator before he makes 
an official recommendation, but if he 
had to choose now, he would probably 
endorse the amended agreement. 

Finance Committee member Donald 
F. Schroeder said he has more questions 
about the contracts before making a rec- 
ommendation. 

He said he expects the committee to 
meet in the near future to discuss the 
issue. 

He also questions the assumptions 
behind the rates set for the amended 
agreement — that energy prices will go 
up by 10 percent.. 

“It could be less, it could be more. 
There are probably about 10 scenarios, 
but you really have to take a good look 
at it, or it could cost you,” he said. 

Mr. McQuade said he expects select- 

men to vote at their next meeting on 
whether to participate in a Host Com- 
munity Agreement that would award 
North Andver (where the NESWC plant 
is located) $402,000 over the next two 
years. 
That would cost Andover $13,000 a 
year for two years, or add about $1 a ton 
to the current tipping fee (amount 
NESWC charges a town per ton of trash 
deliverd), Mr. McQuade said. 

In order for the Host Community 
Agreement to be valid, all 23 towns must 
agree to it, Mr. McQuade said. 

He added that all 23 towns must agree 
on one of the two new options by the end 
of September or the original contract 
would remain in effect. 

The 23 members of NESWC are:

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Of trash 


and cash 


We’ve all heard that cliche, “out of 
sight, out of mind.” And historically, that 
has been the attitude of most of us when it 
comes to sewage and trash. 

As long as the toilet flushes, and as long 
as the trucks come and haul away the 
trash every week, it’s much more pleasant 
not to think about where it might be piling 
up. As long as somebody other than us has 
to deal with it, everything’s OK, right? 

Not any more. Because now we're talk- 
ing out of sight, out of pocket. Andover’s 
trash may still disappear from sight each 
week, but along with it, so do an outra- 
geous number of dollars. 

Even worse, the town is stuck with its 
current deal, as a member of the North 
East Solid Waste Committee, until 2005. So 
while the average community with 
Andover’s trash tonnage pays about 
$500,000 each year to participate in the 
throw-away society, Andover pays $1.2 
million. If current estimates hold, that will 
jump to nearly $3 million before the 
NESWC contract ends. 

Local officials are properly outraged by 
all this. They can even tell you why it hap- 
pened — the NESWC trash to energy plant 
veas pitched as a great deal — such a good 
deal that you could throw away the trash 
practically for free. (Does this sound like 
nuclear energy hype?) 

Without rehashing all the details, we all 
know now that it is far from free. That it is 
a very bad deal for the town. 

What to do? Your state legislative dele- 
gation is working on getting some help 


from the commonwealth, since it was | 


state officials who pitched the NESWC 
deal as such a good one. 
That’s good. But local officials should 


also make sure that this very expensive | 


experience doesn’t get wasted. 
Sure, nobody can predict the future of 


energy costs. But it is possible to negotiate | 


contracts that allow for more than one sce- 
nario. Andover officials say today that the 
trash contract is “poorly written.” Indeed, 
it is very poorly written for the NESWC 
towns. But it is apparently brilliantly 
written for Wheelabrator, the owner of the 
trash plant. 

Obviously, 12 years ago one group of 
lawyers smoked another group of lawyers. 

That should never happen again. Yes, it 
costs lots of money to hire the best legal 
representation. But when it comes to con- 
tracts like this, it is money very well 
spent. 

In seven and a half years, when the 
town goes shopping again for a trash 
hauler, it should also shop for the sharpest 
lawyer it can find. 

Looking back on it, $700,000 a year 
would have paid for plenty of billable 
hours, with plenty left over.

It’s not that I think I did a bad job 
raising my son and daughter. I think 
I raised them well. But every now 
and again, I think about what I would 
do differently if I had it to do again.

asked me some 
questions recent- | 
ly that got me 
thinking again 
about raising 
children. 

“Mom, why 
did we behave in 
school and not 
cut up and get 
into trouble?” 

“What’s up?” was my answer to 
Read, who’s now 25 years old. 

He wanted to talk about a school of 
very young children he knows, and 
about how the kids are constantly out 
of control and even hitting teachers 
and their own parents. 

“Why didn’t we behave like that?” 
he asked. 

“Because you were raised well,” 
was my first answer. 

My second answer: Television. 

He laughed. But I mean it to a cer- 
tain extent. 

You know that grouchy, dark feel- 
ing you have after watching a long 
movie, when you walk out into the 


bright sunlight? You feel like you 
could pick a fight with your movie 
partner. Somehow, you don’t feel 
right. 

That’s how our children must feel 
when they’ve been watching televi- 
sion for long periods of time. 

But I digress. What would I do dif- 
ferently? 

I’d like to turn the clock back just a 
few months, to a party given to cele- 
brate my daughter’s engagement. We 
weren’t on our own turf. It was at 
Blayney’s future mother-in-law’s 
house in Rhode Island. It was the first 
time the families of both sides were 
all together, and maybe I was feeling 
a little shy. 

People began to give toasts to 
Blayney and Jock Hayes, her fiance, 
and since it was almost all the Rhode 
Island contingent, most of the toasts 
were to Jock. And a lot of them were 
jokes. Blayney’s father gave a toast, 
but it was funny, not serious. He even 
poked some fun at her. 

What I wished I had said is this:

I didn’t let my kids watch that 
much TV, and I wouldn’t today 
either, but I’d feel more confident 
about that decision and not worry 
when the kids told me that everyone 
else on the block could watch it. 

I wouldn’t fuss about what they ate 
and what they didn’t eat as much as I 
did when I was a young mother. I'd 
understand that parents teach more 
by example than by threatening, or 
worrying out loud. I’d know today 
that healthy eating habits would sink 
in the same way as a family that val- 
ues books passes that treasure on to 
the next generation. 

I’d probably make some different 
decisions about their early education 
if I had it to do over again.

We were saddened and angered 
to learn that FTP Software Inc. 
plans to cut 300 workers — 38 per- 
cent of its total work force. We 
want your readers to know, 
including the men and women 
who will be losing their jobs at 
FTP, the reason for this brutal 
decision has been explained by 
the great historian and economist, 
Eli Siegel, founder of the educa- 
tion Aesthetic Realism. 

Eli Siegel saw what no other 
economist has seen - that the 
American economy - the profit 
system — has failed because it is 
unethical. The profit motive, he 
showed, comes from the ugliest 
purpose in a person, contempt, 
which Mr. Siegel defined as “the 
lessening of what is different from 
oneself as a means of self-increase 
as one sees it.”

What does a man — a husband 
and father feel — in Andover, for 
instance, knowing that he will be 
losing his job, worried about feed- 
ing his family, paying the rent 
and health insurance? And what 
does a single mother feel as she 
looks into the eyes of her two chil- 
dren, distressed thinking about 
how she will support them? As 
profit is thirsted after, the owners 
of FTP Software Inc. have to make 
the feelings of these men and 
women utterly unreal. Mean- 
while, it is the labor of these very 
same persons that has made it 
possible for the CEO and stock- 
holders to live in such comfort 
and luxury. 

Ellen Reiss, the class chairman 
of Aesthetic Realism, explains 
what is happening all over Ameri- 
ca as she writes in the interna- 
tional periodical, The Right of 
Aesthetic Realism to Be Known. 

“Various people have tried to 
save ... profit economics by get- 
ting rid of ... decent salaries for 
people; firing people; ...The Amer- 
ican people ... are being made to 
endure this misery ... because 
some persons will not gracefully 


accept the kind, really irre- 
versible, historical fact that ethics 
has put an end to the using of 
one’s fellow human beings for pri- 
vate profit ... The lie that some- 
how the only way productivity 
can go on in this nation is through 
certain persons making big prof- 
its from the lives of others is both 
ridiculous and an insult to Ameri- 
ca, her Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, her history, her earth.” 

For America to have a just 
economy, for every person to be 
guaranteed a decent living and 
feel the pride and dignity to which 
they have a right, this beautiful, 
ethical question Eli Siegel asked 
must be discussed honestly 
throughout our country: “What 
does a person deserve by being a 
person?” 

When this occurs America will 
be truly kind and have an econo- 
my that will thrive.

Andover 
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Meter feeders unite 


By Neil Fater 

Some frequent downtown parkers’ 
motors are running hot over the the 
recent attention given to “meter feed- 
ers,” people who stay in a prized park- 
ing spot all day by frequently throwing 
change into the meter. 

Andover police have been putting 
notes on the cars of such people for the 
past few weeks warning them that they 
may soon be ticketed for the action, 
which is against the law. 

The recent warnings come just after 
selectmen discussed ways to deal with 
continuing downtown parking prob- 
lems, such as how to find spaces away 
from the stores for downtown employ- 
ees. More aggressive targeting of meter- 
feeders was one of the options discussed 
to discourage employees from parking 
in front of stores. 

But at least one selectmen is siding 
with those who don’t like seeing the no- 
feeding law strictly enforced. 

“For some reason this law, which has 
never been enforced is suddenly being 
enforced,” said Selectman Larry Larsen, 
adding that he thinks the town is being 
“irresponsible” in changing a system 
that basically works and provides rev- 
enue for the town. 

“I completely agree with the people 
who are upset with it,” said Dr. Larsen, 
the only selectmen who works down- 
town. “So far, it’s a warning but I’m get- 
ting calls from very angry people.” 


Dr. Larsen said he would prefer to See 
the selectmen come up with a long-term, 
proactive solution such as a parking 
building or another downtown parking 
lot. 

A group of residents, including select- 
men Brian Major and John Hess, Plan- 
ning Board Chairman Michael Miller, 
Moderator Jim Doherty, and Center 
Association leader Lori Becker, is look- 
ing for long-term solutions. * 

“We're trying to brainstorm different 
ideas to improve the situation going into 
the future,” said Mr. Major. 

But for now, police appear ready to 
continue discouraging meter feeders. 
Police said they’ve been warning people 
because they want to create more spaces 
downtown for merchants and shoppers. 

“I got a call from someone” who 
always feeds the meter,” said Sgt. Brian 
Pattullo. “He said, ‘What’s the big deal? 
You still get the money.’ The big deal is 
the merchants are not getting the 
turnover and the ability to have mére 
people in their stores. 

“If they can get 10 more cars that’s 10 
more people in the stores,” he said. 

Dr. Larsen said he believes the warn- 
ings might drive away not only down- 
town employees from the prized spaces, 
but also prized customers from the 
downtown region. 

“They may decide it’s a lot easier to 
go to the mall rather than wrestle with 
downtown Andover,” he said.
